A. The problem 

The naceca j fey of strengthening the programs for the Government 1 * 
language and area special iste has long been a conaem of the Staff of tha 
Foreign Service Institute. Though the Tns ti tuts 1 a primary concern la in 
connection with the programs for Foreign Service Officers and Foreign Sat** 
vice Staff Officers, auny other categories of personnel ara involved, In- 
cluding persons free the i>cparti?ient itself, from IIA, from CIA, from tha 
military serriaca, and quits probably froa TGA and MSA, Hot all of thasa 
officers need progrsna of the s as# length or intsr-aivity and seas require 
instruction in fields not required by others. 

In the past, tha Institute has split the Ins true ticnal load bataaan 
its own resources and the resources of thn universities for most officers, 
though some officers hive been trained only at tbs Institute and soma only 
at universities. In addition advanced programs for Japanese and Chinese 
have been carried out by brancec of the Institute overseas. 

lamination of the results of the instructional programs over the 
past five years has led to the conclusion that the university programs, 
though quite adequate for certain aspects of instruction not given up to 
now at the institute, ere by and large net satisfactory for the special 
needs and requirements of Qovarnvent language- and-area specialists. The 
Inherent limitations of university programs has lad tha Institute to p&aa 
for more intensive and better integrated programs in Washington to be 
followed by further instruction at installations to be established over- 
seas. The following proposal is Intended as a Pilot program for tha kind 
of instructional program now envisaged. Since more Institute staff members 
have had acadeaio and field experience in the Wear Bast then in any other 
area it was deemed advisable to set up a plan for an instructional program 
for this area. 

B. The proposed plan of ine traction
